On being confronted by Sri 
Kopparapu Kavulu who wanted to keep up the 
prestige cf rycgip, Pri Tiirptthy Venlata Kavulu 
came out with their impertinent pullicaticn of 
Gunturi Seema. 
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The conflict between these 'poets originated 
with a dispute regarding fch} Chair* placed over 
the dais for Kopparapu Kavulu oa the occasion of 
a Sathavadbana of Tirapathy Venkata Kavuln. In 
this connection it must be noted that Kopparapu 
Kavulu never sought for a : seat ; . on the dias 
and the audienca never raised any objection. 
The question was raised by Tirupathy Venkata 
Kavulu themselves. They even went to the extent 
of declaring that Kopparapu Kavulu can ne^er 
equal them in any respect- Evidently at this junc- 
ture no person with any sanse of sdf respact can 
keep qiieii aal K^ppur^pu Kivalu could aob pocket 
the insult. No wonder their blood boiled. 

Neverthless the Andhra literary world did 
not find fault with Tirupathy Venkata Kavulu 
who were entirely responsible for whit all happened.
